It is a par 
of the great national legislative game.

the state contain the declaration. It is a part 
of the organic law of all. 


Thus passing the buck becomes the state 


game—the state legislative game. Every fello\\ 
wants to pass the burden of taxation on to hi 
neighbor: every interest wants to pass it on to 
another 'interest. Every group, important or 
impotent, manifests the same noble ambition 
It isn't, 'Let George do it.' It is, 'Let George 
pay it.' 


Holders of large bodies of land, have for 


speculative purposes, passed the buck and play 
the game. They wish to see the farmer who cul- 
tivates his acres, pay the bulk of the burden. 
They are waiting for new-comers who are land 
•hungry to make them millionaires without an 
effort on their part.- 


And the holder* of vacant lots in cities and 


towns play the same game. Those who build 
around them make them rich. Their argument 
is that their holdings are not' producing prop 
crty and that they should be taxed lightly if 
at all. 


Those engaged i?i the live stoek industry in- 


sist that grazing land is worthless land, that 
they must feed the mouths of the world and 
they should be taxed a very low rate. 


And the owners of the pine lands that make 


men millionaires, they Miy the land is worth- 
less, and that it is unfair to tax this pine cov- 
ered acreage to the extent that it will produce 
considerable revenue. 


And the Titans who are taking mineral 


wealth out of the bowels of the earth. They 
say that, there lias heen more money lost in 
prospecting for mineral wealth than has been 
realized by those who have found wealth in 
their endeavors. They pa.su the buck—"Why 
not let the ultimate consumer pay the bulk of 
the tax?" is their argument when reduced to 
writing.
